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THE  SYSTEM  OP  GOVERNMENT  SURVEYS. 

Outlined  from  Reports  aud  InstractionB  of  the  TT.  B.  General  Land  Office. 


The  present  system  of  surveying  Govcrumcnt  lanijls,  termed  the 
X^aiul  System  of  the  Uuiled  StiiU's,  ti:is  dcvclopud  tVoiii  tiu  ordiimuco 
iiitii-iJuccd  before  llie  Conliiiciilal  Congress  Mny  7.  llSi,  luruicd  "Ah 
Oi'iliiKUicLi  lor  (isceiluiiiiug  IIil'  iii-nk'  ol'  lutiiliiig  mul  <lisposiiig  of  iiuuls 
ill  llio  Wost-crii  IVrriliii-y,"  mill  mlopU'd  liy  ni\  net  of  Coiigi-dss  pasaed 
M;iV  7,  17S."..  It  liiid  ni>  piLLL-iii'iil  in  Hit!  theory  or  prnetico  of  luiy 
l>L-Lvoxi.sliii^  i^in'oniiiiriil,  lu  iii^  thi'  ivstill  of  the  higliesl  order  of  sliiles- 
maii^hii).  and  (.■xliihUiii^  a  iirofoiiiid  knowk'dgo  of  eiigiiieering  sciciico 
ii)  tniuiiU-  iletnils.  Willi  a  fu'W  iiuiiiiijorlant  cliaiigcs,  it  lias  boon  ntlopted 
by  the  Domiuion  of  Cnuaihu  The  onlinaiiee  provided  for  toivnships 
six  miles  square,  containing  thirty-six  suctions  one  mile  square.  The 
region  embraced  by  the  surveya  under  this  law  forma  a  part  of  the 
pro-sent  State  of  Ohio,  and  is  usually  styled  "Old  Seven  Ranges."  The 
townships,  six  miles  sfiuarc,  were  laid  out  in  nuiges  extending  north- 
ward fmnv  l.ltn  Ohio  UivtT,  the  townships  being  uumberL-d  from  south 
to  north,  and  tliu  i-;uiges  from  cast  to  west.  In  these  initial  surveys 
only  the  vxkrl'u-  linen  of  the  lownsliips  were  surveyed,  and  mile  corners 
were  cstiiblishiHl  on  llie  township  lines,  but  the  plats  were  marked  by 
BUbilivisious  iuto  sections  of  one  milo  square.  The  sections  were  num- 
bered from  one  to  lliiiLy-six,  commcueiiig  witli  number  ouu  in  tin:  soat/i- 
easl  eorner  of  the  towuship,  aud  rnuning  from  miUi  to  nortli  in  each 
tier  to  number  thirty-six  in  the  mylhic€sl  corner  of  the  township.  These 
fii-st  public  surveys  were  made  under  llie  direcUou  of  tluT  Geographer 
of  the  United  Slates. 

The  act  of  Congress  approved  May  18,  1790,  provided  for  the  appoiut- 
ment  of  a  surveyor-gene i-al,  and  directed  the  survey  of  the  lauds  north- 
west of  the  Ohio  River  and  above  the  mouth  of  the  Keutuclty  River, 
"in  which  the  titles  of  the  Indian  tribes  have  been  extinguished." 
Under  this  law  one-lm'f  of  the  townships  surveyed  were  subdivided 
into  sections  "by  rnmiing  through  llio  same,  each  way,  parallel  lines 
at  the  end  of  every  two  miles,  and  by  making  a  corner  on  each  of  said 
lines  at  llie  end  of  every  mile,"  and  it  further  provided  that  "  the  sec- 
lions  shall  be  numbered,  respectively,  beginuing  with  the  number  one 
in  the  uorthcist  section,  and  proceeding  west  and  east  alternately, 
through  tlic  township,  with  progressive  numhcra  till  the  thirty-sixth  be 
completed.**  ^bis  mclliud  of  numbering  the  sections  is  still  in  use,  aud 
can  be  seen  by  reference  to  Diagram  Xo.  2,  on  reverse  page. 

The  act  of  Congress,  approved  February  11,  ISOo,  directs  the  subdi- 
vision of  the  public  lauds  into  quarter  sections,  and  provides  that  all 
the  cornei-s  marked  in  the  public  surveys  shall  bo  established  as  the 
proper  corners  of  sections  or  subdivisions  of  sections  which  they  were 
intended  to  designate,  aud  that  comers  of  Imlf  and  quarter  sections  not 
m-irked  shall  bo  placed  as  nearly  as  possible  ''equidistant  from  those 
two  corners  which  stnud  on  the  same  Hue.'* 

The  acv  of  Congress,  approved  April  25,  1812,  provided  *'  That  there 
shall  be  established  in  the  Uepartmeut  of  the  Treasury  au  oflicc  to  be 
denominated  the  General  Land  OfDcc,  the  chief  ofliccr  of  which  shall 
be  called  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Ollice,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be,  under  the  direction  of  the  head  of  the  department,  to  superin- 
tend, execute,  and  perform  all  such  acts  aud  things  touching  or  respect- 
ing the  public  lands  of  the  United  States  and  other  lauds  patented  or 
granted  by  the  United  States,  as  have  heretofore  been  directed  by  law 
to  be  done  or  performed  in  the  olficc  of  the  Secretary  of  Slate,  of  Uie 
Secretary  and  Register  of  the  Treasury,  and  of  the  Secretary  of  War, 
or  which  shall  hereafter  by  law  be  assigned  to  the  said  office." 

'■The  act  of  Congress,  approved  July  4, 1830,  provided  for  the  rcorgani- 
Ziition  of  the  General  Land  Office,  and  that  the  executive  duties  of  said 
office  ■'shall  be  subject  to  the  supervi^iou  and  control  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  the  Geneml  Land  Office  under  the  dirccLion  of  the  President 
of  the  United  Slates."  The  repealing  clause  is,  "  That  such  provisions 
of  the  act  of  the  twenty-Iillh  of  April,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  twelve,  entitled  '  An  act  for  the  establishment  of  a  Gene- 
nil  Land  Ofliee  in  llie  Department  of  the  Treasury,'  and  of  all  acts 
amendatory  thereof  as  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed." 

From  the  wording  of  this  act,  it  would  appear  that  the  control  of  the 
Genei-al  Land  Office  wa^?  removed  from  the  Treasury  Department,  and 
that  the  Commissioner  reported  directly  to  the  President ;  but  as  a  mai- 
ler of  fact  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  still  had  supervisory  control, 
for  the  act  of  Congress,  approved  March  3,  1811),  by  which  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior  was  established,  provided  "  That  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  shall  perform  all  the  duties  in  relation  to  the  General  Land 
Office,  of  supervision  and  appeal,  now  discharged  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury."  By  this  act  the  General  Land  Office  was  transferred 
to  tlie  Department  of  the  Interior,  where  it  still  remains. 

THE  KECTANQULAlt  SYSTEM  OF  SURVEYS. 

The  public  lands  of  the  United  States  arc  ordinarily  surveyed  into 
rectangular  tracts  bounded  by  lines  couforiuiug  to  the  cardinal  points. 
The  principal  lines  are  designated  as  moridiau,  base,  towuship,  range, 
and  section  lines,  aud  the  bodies  of  land  thus  formed  are  known  ns 
townships,  sections,  aud  lots.  The  tirst  recorded  use  of  the  terms 
"township,"  and  "section,"  as  applied  to  the  public  lands  of  the 
United  States,  is  in  au  ordinance  reported  to  Congress  April  26,  1785. 

In  Diagram  No.  2,  representing  au  entire  township,  each  section," 
and  "!o£"  U  plainly  indicated. 

INITIAL  POINTS. 

Initial  points  from  whlcli  the  lines  of  the  public  surveys  nro  to  bo 
extended  must  be  established  whenever  necessary  under  such  special 
Instructions  a^s  may  be  prescribed  in  each  case  by  tiic  Commissioner  of 
the  General  Land  Office.  The  locus  of  such  initial  points  nmst  bo  se- 
lected with  great  care  and  due  consideration  for  their  prominence  and 
easy  identilicalion,  and  must  be  established  astronomically.  The  hii- 
tial  point  having  been  estalilislied.  the  tines  of  the  public  survey  are  tq 
b»^xtended  therefrom  as  follows: — 
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rnlNClI'AL  MEUIUIAN  AND  liAfilQ  LINES 

are  extended  north  and  south  aud  ciist  aud  west  from  Ihc  initial  point 
by  the  use  of  solar  iuslriiincuU  or  Irausits,  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
Surveyor  General,  lu  order  to  ciieck  errors  in  mcasureEuciit,  two  scls 
of  chain  men,  operating  independently  of  each  other,  nmst  be  employed, 
and  the  proper  corners  established.  Principal  meridians  arc  designated 
by  luimbur  m-  luiine.  Each  has  its  own  base  line,  aud  these  two  lines 
form  Ihu  l),L=is  or  foundation  for  surveys  of  all  biuds  within  the  terri- 
tory conlrolled  by  them. 

Ohio  public  surveys  are  controlled  by  seveml  Initial  pomts,  and  by 
the  lii'st  principal  meridian  coincident  with  the  common  boundary  bc- 
tweon  Ohio  and  Indiana.  Indiana  surveys  are  controlled  by  the 
second  principal  moridiau,  Illinois  surveys  aro  controlled  by  the 
secoiul,  third,  and  fourth  principal  meridian.  Wisconsin  by  the  fourth 
principal  meridian.  Mimiesola  by  the  fourth  aud  iiaii  principal  me- 
ridian. Tlie  Dakotas  by  the  lillh  aud  sixth  principal  meridians,  also  by 
the  Black  Hills  meridian.  Iowa,  Missouri,  and  Arkansas  by  the  lillh 
principal  meridian.  Kansas,  Nebraska,  and  the  greater  portion  of 
Colorado  and  Wyoming  by  the  sixth  principal  meridian,  Michigan  by 
Iho  Michigan  meridian.  Florida  by  the  Tallahassee  meridian.  Ala- 
bama by  the  lluntsville  and  St.  Stephens  meridians.  Mississippi  by  the 
St.  Stephens,  Clioctow,  and  Washington  meridians,  Louisiana,  east 
of  the  Mississippi  River,  by  the  St.  Helena  meridian,  and  on  the  west 
by  the  Louisiana  ineridiau.  New  Mexico  by  the  New  Mtxico  me- 
ridian. Arizona  by  the  Gila  and  Sail  Uiver  meridian,  Utah  by  the 
Great  Salt  Lake  meridian.  Nevada  by  the  Mount  Diebio  meridian. 
Idaho  by  the  Boise  meridian.  Montana  by  the  Moutstlia  nieridian. 
California  by  the  Mount  Dioblo,  the  San  Bernardino,  and  the  Hum- 
boldt meridians.  Oregon  and  Washington  by  the  Williametle  meridian, 

TOWNSHIPS  AND  KA.VGE3. 

Township  lines  are  ruu  eJist  and  west  parallel  with  and  six  miles 
from  the  base  lino  and  from  each  other,  and  Ihe  spaces  between  these 
lines  are  known  as  townships  north  or  south,  aud  designaled  by  num- 
bers according  to  their  numerical  distance  from  the  base  Hue,  Range 
lines  are  run  north  and  south  on  a  true  meridian,  six  miles  f\-om  and 
parallel,  as  near  as  may  be,  with  the  principal  meridian,  and  the  spaces 
between  them  are  known  as  ranges,  and  aie  described  a-s  east  or  west 
of  the  principal  meridian,  and  cousecutively  numbered  from  that  line. 

Diagram  No,  1,  on  revei-se  page,  will  illustrate  the  system  of  num- 
bering townships  and  ranges,  uorlli  and  south  aud  east  and  west  from 
the  principal  meridians  aiul  base  lines  ;  numbering  east  or  west  until 
they  reach  the  next  meridian,  and  north  or  south  unlil  Lhey  reach  the 
next  base  line. 

Thus,  any  certain  township  or  range  can  readily  be  found  within  the 
territory  einbi-accd  by  this  system  if  the  numbers  of  the  same  are 
known  referring  to  principal  meridian  and  base  line. 

The  bodies  of  laud  six  miles  square,  formed  by  the  intei'section  of 
the  township  and  range  lines,  are  called 

CONGltESSIONAL  TOWNSHIPS, 
and  contain,  as  near  as  may  be,  23,040  acres.  Congressional  town- 
ships arc  described  and  located  as  being  north  oi-  south  of  the  base  line 
and  east  or  west  of  the  principal  morhltau  from  which  that  particu- 
lar survey  is  made.  Thus  lownslup  one  north,  range  three  west  of 
the  fifth  principal  meridian,  would  be  the  lirst  township  north  of  the 
b,ase  line  aud  in  Ihc  third  range  west  from  the  principal  meridian.  The 
law  requires  lhat  the  lines  of  the  public  surveys  shall  be  governed  by 
the  true  meridian,  and  that  the  townships  shall  be  six  miles  squire, 
two  things  involving,  in  connoction,  a  malhemalical  impossibility,  for, 
strictly  to  conform  to  the  meridian  necessarily  throws  the  township 
out  of  square  by  reason  of  the  convergency  of  Die  meridians,  and 
hence,  by  adhering  to  the  true  meridian  results  llie  neeessily  of  depart- 
ing from  the  strict  requirements  of  law,  as  respcL-ls  Ihe  precise  area  of 
townships  and  the  aubdivisional  parts  thereof,  the  Luwuships  assuming 
something  of  a  trapezoidal  form,  which  ineqn<ilily  develops  itself  more 
and  more  as  such  the  liiglier  the  latitude  of  the  surveys 

For  that  reason  standards  and  auxiliaries,  which  are  also  called  cor- 
rection lines,  and  auxiliary  or  guide  meridians  are  run  from  lime  to 
time,  and  are  designated  by  number,  and  as  north,  south,  east,  or  west, 
as  the  case  may  be,  from  their  respective  base  lines  aud  principal  me- 
ridians; pamllels  and  auxiliaries  aro  now  run  at  intervals  of  twenty- 
four  miles,  dividing  the  country  into  tracts  of  twenty-four  miles  square, 
or  sixteen  townships. 

Congressional  townships  aro  subdivided  into  thirty-six  tracts,  called 

SECTIONS, 

each  containing  as  near  as  may  bo  G40  acres.  The  thirty-six  sections 
into  which  a  township  is  subdivided  are  numbered,  commencing  with 
number  one  at  the  mrllicasi  angle  of  the  township,  and  proceeding 
west  to  number  six,  and  theuce  proceeding  east  to  number  twelve,  and 
so  on,  alternately,  until  they  number  lliirly-six  in  the  southeast  angle. 
In  all  cases  of  surveys  of  fractional  townships,  the  sections  should  bear 
the  same  number  as  they  would  if  the  township  was  full.  In  all  cases 
where  the  exterior  lines  of  the  townships  thus  subdivided  iuto  sec- 
tions or  half  sections  shall  exceed,  or  shall  not  extend,  six  miles,  the 
excess  or  dedconcy  shall  bo  specially  noted,  and  added  to  or  deducted 
from  the  western  or  northern  ranges  of  sections  or  half  sections  in  such 
township,  according  as  the  error  may  be  in  running  the  lines  from  east 
to  west,  or  from  south  to  north  ;  the  sections  aud  half  sections  bounded 
on  the  northern  and  western  lines  of  snch  townships  shall  be  sold  as 
containing  only  the  q-iantity  expressed  in  the  returns  and  plats  respec- 
tively, and  all  others  as  containing  the  complete  legal  quantity. 

Diagram  No,  2,  on  the  reverse  page,  shows  an  entire  Coiigression:il 
Towuship  subdivided  and  numbered  by  sections,  and  showiiiii  e.'jcesa 
or  deSciency  iu  area  ua  the  north  aud  west  Bides  of  the  township. 


Sections  arc  divided  into  quarters  by  straight  linos  nm  from  the  es. 
tablishcd  quarter  section  corners— United  States  surveys— to  the  oppo- 
site correspoiulin-  e.trui;rs,  ami  the  poiut  of  iutei-section  of  the  lines  so 
run  will  be  the  corner  couini  .n  lo  Ihu  several  quarter  sections,  or,  in 
other  words,  the  legal  ceiiLre  of  the  section  ;  these  quarter  sections  are 
designated  as  nortlicivst  quarter,  northwest,  southwest,  or  sontheast 
according  to  their  location  with  regard  to  their  common  corner. 

In  the  subdivision  of  quarter  sections,  Ihe  quarter  quarter  corners  are 
to  be  placed  at  points  equidislant  bclween  the  section  aud  quarter  sec- 
tion corners  and  between  the  quarter  corners  aud  the  eouuuou  centre 
of  the  section,  except  on  the  last  half  mile  of  the  lines  closing  on  the 
north  or  west  boundaries  of  a  township,  where  they  should  be  placed 
at  twenty  chains,  proportionate  measurement,  to  the  north  or  west  of 
the  quarter  section  corner. 

Fractional  sections  aud  those  containing  meandered  rivers  and  lakes 
are  also  divided  into  40  acre  lots,  as  near  as  may  be  ;  these  fractional 
lots  are  numbered  from  one  upwards  in  each  section.  By  an  exannna- 
tion  of  Dia'jiram  No.  2,  on  reverse  page,  and  of  the  maps  on  other 
pages  of  this  work,  the  careful  student  will  be  enabled  to  describe  or 
locate  any  piece  of  land.  Numbers  1,  2-6  aro  the  numbers  of  the  mean- 
dered lota  with  arca.s  shown  :  u,  north  quarter  corner ;  6,  east  quarter 
corner ;  c,  south  quarter  corner,  and  d,  west  quarter  corner. 

Proceeding  down  stream,  the  bank  on  the  left  hand  is  termed  the 
"left  bank"  and  that  on  the  right  hand  the  "right  bank."  These 
terms  are  to  be  universally  used  to  distinguish  the  two  banks  of  a  river 
or  stream, 

RE-ESTABUSHMEN'T  OF  LOST  CORNERS. 

The  original  corners,  where  they  can  be  found,  must  stand  as  the 
true  cornei-s  they  were  intended  to  represent,  even  though  not  exactly 
where  strict  professional  care  might  have  placed  them  in  the  first  in- 
stance. ' 

Missing  corners  should  be  re-established  in  the  identical  localities 
they  originally  occupied.  When  the  point  cannot  he  determined  by 
the  existing  landmarks  in  the  lield,  resort  nmst  be  had  to  the  field  notes 
of  the  original  survey.  The  law  provides  that  the  lengths  of  the  lines, 
as  stated  in  the  Held  notes,  shall  be  considered  as  the  true  lengths  thereof, 
and  the  distances  between  corners  set  down  in  the  field  notes  constitute 
proper  data  from  which  to  determine  the  true  locality  of  a  missing  cor- 
ner ;  hence  the  rule  that  all  such  should  be  restored  at  distances  pro- 
portionate to  the  original  measurements  between  existing  original  cor- 
ners. That  is,  if  the  measurement  between  two  existing  cornel's  dif- 
fers from  that  slated  in  the  field  notes,  the  excess  or  deficiency  should 
be  diatribnled  proportionately  anion;;  the  intervening  section  lines  be- 
tween the  said  existing  coruera  standing  in  their  original  places.  Miss- 
ing corners  on  standai-d  township  and  ninge  lines  should  be  restored 
by  proporliouato  measurement  between  the  nearest  existin;;  original 
corners  on  those  lines.  Missing  section  corners  in  the  interior  of  town- 
ships should  be  re-established  at  proportionate  distances  between  Ihe 
nearest  existing  original  corners  north  and  soulhot  the  niissiui;  corners. 

As  has  been  observetl,  no  existing  ori^-inal  corner  can  be  disturbed, 
and  it  will  be  plain  that  any  excess  or  deficiency  in  measurements  be- 
tween existing  coriiei-s  cannot  iu  any  degree  aB'ect  the  distances  bey<ind 
said  cxistins' coruei-3,  but  must  be  added  or  subtracted  proportionately 
to  or  from  the  intervaJs  embraced  between  the  cornel's  wliicli  are  still 
standing, 

OFFICIAi:,  SUB-DIVISIONS  BY  COUNTY  OFFICIALS, 
Various  States  require  their  county  auditors  or  recorders  to  cause  a 
survey  and  plat  of  "  irregular  ti-acts"  of  laud  to  be  made  and  placed 
upon  record,  when,  for  assessment  purposes,  the  descriptions  are  too 
indcliuitc.  These  become  official,  and  title  will  pass  as  the  same  ap- 
pears of  record,  by  the  unmber  of  each  lot  being  given  on  the  plat. 

Diagram  No.  3,  ou  reverse  page,  shows  a  practical  subilivision  of  a 
section  for  assessment  or  other  purposes,  with  a  proper  description  of 
each  fractional  part  of  the  quarter  section. 

METES  AND  BOUNDS, 

In  the  Eastern  and  New  England  Stales  the  system  of  surveying  and 
describing  lands  by  metes  and  bounds  as  followed  prior  to  the  estiblisli- 
ment  of  tlie  rectangular  system  of  surveys  still  exists.  The  system  at 
its  best  is  imperfect  aud  uncertain  in.  its  working,  having  uo  known 
lines  for  base  of  surveys,  and  seldom  any  official  plats  for  references  as 
to  initial  points.  Diagram  No.  4  shows  a  tract  of  land  described  and 
platted  by  "metes  aud  bounds,"  as  the  same  would  appear  in  deeds. 


STANDARD  TIME. 

What  is  known  as  the  "  new  standard  time,"  was  adopted  by  agree- 
ment of  all  the  principal,  railroads  of  the  United  Slates  at  12  oVTock, 
noon,  ou  Nov.  18,  1883.  The  system  divides  the  Continent  into  five 
Inngiludiual  bells,  and  (tstablisbcs  a  meridian  of  time  for  each  belt. 
These  meridians  are  tifleen  degrees  of  longitude,  corresponding  to  one 
hour  of  time,  apart. 

Eastern  Maine,  New  Brunswick,  and  Nova  Scotia  use  the  60tli 
meridian;  the  Canatliis,  New  England,  the  Middie  States,  the  Vir- 
ginias, and  the  Caroliuas  use  llie  7.'3lh  uieridiau,  which  is  that  at  Phila- 
delphia ;  the  States  of  the  Mississippi  Valley,  Alabama,  Georgia, 
Floriila,  aud  westwanl,  Uicliidiii^'  Texas,  Kansas,  aud  the  larger  part 
of  Nebraska  and  the  Dakola-,  usr  Hie  ItiHb  meridian,  which  is  lhat  of 
New  Orleans  ;  the  Teriitorii'><  to  the  western  border  of  Arizona  aud 
Montana,  use  the  I05th  meridian,  which  is  that  of  Denver;  and  the 
Pacific  States  use  the  120th  meridian. 

The  time  divisions  ai'o  known  as  intercolonial,  eastern,  central, 
luountaiu,  and  I'acilic  standard  time. 

A  traveller  passing  fruiu  one  belt  to  another  will  find  his  watcli  one 
hour  too  fast  or  too  slow,  according  to  the  direction  in  which  he  is  go- 
ing. If  travelling  westw^trd,  his  watch  will  be  one  hour  faster;  if  east- 
ward bonuil,  it  will  be  one  hour  slower  than  the  belt  which  he  enters. 

This  eliiin^^e  of  system  reduced  the  time  standards  used  by  the  dilli.>r- 
cnt  iailro:i(is  frciin  lifly-tlireo  to  five,  a  great  convenience  to  the  mihoads 
and  travelliuL:  public. 

The  suiiii'sliiin  K'niHiu;  lo  the  iidoption  of  this  new  system  oriiiinated 
with  ProlV-i^iii  Aiihr,  ■•['  III.'  Sim^d  Bureau  at  Washington,  and  was 
elaboi-ated  l>i-  K.  A.  1'-  ll.uinud,  of  Columbia  College,  New  York. 
The  scheim;  wns  piopn.-Ml  in  ISiS,  but  was  not  adopte~d  until  it  had 
been  snbnulted  to  a  number  of  scicntllic  associations  at  home  ami 
abroad,  aud  lecoiyed  theii'  approvah

[Acts  1905,  p.  521.    Approved  March  8,  1905.    In  force  April  15,  1905] 


LOCATION,  VACATION  AND  CHANGE 


Highways  — Location,  Etc. — Petltloo  and  Hotloe. — Section  1,  Be 
it  enacted  by  the  geneial  tnsembly  of  the  UltUe  of  Indiana,  Thiit  when- 
ever twelve  freeholders  of  the  county,  six  of  wbom  shnll  reside  in  the 
immediate  neighborhood  of  the  highway  proposed  to  be  located, 
vacated,  or  change  therein  made,  shall  petition  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners of  such  county  for  the  location,  vacation,  or  change  thereof, 
such  board,  if  satisfied  that  said  (letition  has  been  filed  with  the  county 
auditor  and  notice  thereof  has  been  given  by  publication  once  each 
week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  successively  in  a  newspaper  published 
in  said  county,  or  by  posting  up  notices  thereof  in  three  of  the  most 
public  places  in  the  neighborhood  of  such  highway  at  least  twenty 
days  before  the  meeting  of  the  board  at  which  petition  is  to  be  heard, 
and,  in  case  of  posting,  by  the  auditor  mailing  a  copy  of  such  notice 
to  the  postoffice  address  of  each  land  owner  affected  by  such  proceed- 
ings, as  disclosed  by  the  petition,  twenty  days  before  the  said  day  of 
hearing,  providing  said  postoffice  address  can  be  ascertained  from  any 
record  or  files  in  his  otlice.  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  freeholders 
of  the  county  to  view  said  highway.  Said  notices  for  publication, 
posting  and  mailing,  shall  be  by  and  over  the  name  of  the  county 
auditor.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  for  the  auditor  to  mail  a  copy  of 
said  notice  to  any  person  who  is  a  jietitioner,  (As  amended. 
Acts  l',Hir,  p.  -IVi  ) 

Duties  of  Viewers.  Skc.  2. — The  auditor  i.f  such  county  shall 
issue  a  precept  to  the  sheriff  thereof,  conimauding  him  to  notify  such 
viewers  of  the  time,  place  and  object  of  their  meeiing.  Such  viewers, 
at  such  time,  after  having  taken  an  oath,  before  some  officer  authorized 
to  administer  the  same,  faithfully  to  perform  their  duties,  shall  proceed 
to  view  the  highway  to  be  located,  or  vacated  or  the  change  to  be 
made;  and  if  they  shall  deem  such  location,  vacation  or  change  to  be 
of  public  utility,  Ihey  shall,  in  case  of  a  new  highway  or  a  change  in 
an  old  one.  proceed  to  Jay  out  and  mark  the  same  on  the  best  ground, 
not  running  through  any  person's  enclosure  of  one  year's  standing 
without  the  owner's  consent,  unless,  upon  examination,  a  good  way 
cannot  otherwise  be  had  without  departing  essentially  from  the  route 
petitioned  for:  Provided,  That  v^here  the  road  is  laid  out  upon  the  line 
dividing  the  lands  of  two  persons,  it  shall  be  laid  one-half  on  each  side 


of  such  line:  And provididjm thcr.  That  whenever  the  location  of  a 
highway  is  petitioned  for  upon  and  along  any  line  which  forms  also 
the  boundary  of  any  city  or  town,  the  board  of  commissioners  shall, 
for  the  purpose  of  locating  such  highway,  have  jurisdiction  over  the 
lands  and  lots  lying  within  such  corporate  limits,  and  immediately 
affected  by  such  proceedings  and  location;  and  the  owners  of  such 
lands  and  lots  so  affected,  shall  have  the  same  rights  and  remedies  in 
the  matter  of  the  location,  vacation  or  change  of  such  highway  as  the 
owners  of  the  lands  lying  on  the  opposite  side  thereof,  and  outside  of 
such  city  or  town. 

Report  of  Viewers — Proceedings.  Skc.  3.  — Such  viewers,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  make  a  report  of  their  proceedings  at  the 
ensuing  session  of  the  Imardof  commissioners,  giving  a  full  description 
of  such  location,  change  or  vacation,  by  routes  [metes  and  bounds,] 
and  by  its  course,  distance  and  width,  except  that  in  case  of  the 
vacation  of  a  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  such  description  only  as  will 
designate  it  clearly  shall  bo  required ;  and,  in  such  case,  a  copy  of  the 
order  vacating  such  highwayshall  bo  transmitted  by  the  proper  auditor 
to  the  trustee  of  the  township  or  trustees  of  the  townships  in  which 
such  vacated  highway  is  situated,  who  shall  cause  the  supervisor  or 
supervisors  thereof  to  be  notified  accordingly. 

Ho  Objection — Order  and  Hotice.  Skc.  A. — If  no  objection  be 
made  to  such  proposed  highway,  vacation  or  change,  such  board  shall 
cause  a  record  thereof  to  be  made,  and,  in  case  of  such  location  or 
change  shall  order  the  highway  to  be  opened,  and  kept  in  repair,  which 
order  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  trustee  of  the  township  or  trustees  of 
the  townships  in  which  such  location  or  change  is  made;  and  such 
trustee  or  trustees  shall  cause  a  copy  of  such  order  to  be  entered  at 
lenglli  on  the  township's  record  book  or  books,  and  notice  thereof  to  he 
given  to  the  proper  supervisor  or  supervisors  to  work  such  highway  as 
so  located  or  changeti. 

Damages — Payment,  Sec,  1 1,  No  such  highway  shall  be  opened, 
worked  or  used,  until  the  damages  assessed  therefor  shall  be  paid  to 
the  persons  entitled  thereto,  or  deposited  in  the  county  treasury  for 


their  use,  or  until  such  persons  shall  give  their  consent  thereto  in  writ- 
ing, filed  with  the  auditor  of  such  county. 

Cost — Bond,  Sac. 12.  Whenever  any  petition  for  thelocalion,  vaca- 
tion or  change  of  any  public  highway  has  been  presented  to  the  board 
of  commissioners  of  any  county  in  this  state,  and  such  board  shall  have 
appointed  viewers  for  the  same,  and  such  viewers  shall  have  reported 
that  they  deem  the  proposed  location,  \  acation  or  change  of  such  high- 
way of  no  public  utility,  no  second  or  subsequent  petition  for  the  loca- 
tion, vacation  or  change  of  such  highway  sliall  be  acted  upon  by  the 
commissioners  unless  the  petitioners  shall  first  pay  the  former  cost  in 
full,  and  cost  of  such  review,  and  file  with  the  county  auditor  a  bond 
witli  surety  to  be  approved  by  him,  conditioned  that  such  petitioners 
will  pay  all  such  costs  and  the  costs  of  such  review  if  the  reviewers 
appointed  to  view  such  proposed  location,  vacation  or  change  of  such 
highway,  shall  report  tiiat  they  deem  the  same  of  no  public  utility, 
(As  amended.    Acts  1907,  p.  4-13.) 

Highways  by  Use— ■Width— Recording.  Sec.  15.  All  highways 
heretofore  laid  out  according  to  law,  or  used  as  such  for  twenty  years 
or  more,  shall  continue  as  located  and  as  of  their  original  width,  respect- 
ively, until  changed  according  to  law;  and  hereafter  no  highway  shall 
be  laid  out  lefs  than  thirty  feet  wide,  and  the  order  for  the  laying  out 
of  the  same  shall  Kpecify  the  width  thereof.  The  board  of  commis- 
sioners shall  have  power  to  cause  such  of  the  roads  used  as  highways  as 
shall  have  been  laid  out,  but  not  sufficiently  dtscribed,  and  such  as 
have  been  used  for  twenty  years,  but  not  recorded,  to  be  ascertained, 
described  and  entered  of  record.  Such  action  of  the  board  shall  be  on 
petition  filed  by  one  or  more  resident  freeholders  of  the  county,  of  which 
petition  notice  shall  be  given  by  posting  in  three  public  places  along 
the  line  of  .sucli  road  twenty  days  before  the  session  at  which  such  peti- 
tion shall  be  considered  And  such  board  shall  declare  and  establish 
the  width  of  any  such  hifihway.  which  width  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty 
feet ;  and  where  any  such  highway  shall  be  located  upon  a  line  dividing 
the  lands  of  different  owners,  one-half  thereof  shall  be  taken  from  the 
land  of  each  owner. 


ROAD  LAWS  OF  OHIO 


Section  4C3$.  (The  petition  and  bond).  Applications  for  laying 
out,  altering,  changing  the  width  of,  or  vacating  any  county  road  shall 
bebypetition  to  the  county  conimissiouers,  signed  by  at  least  twelve  free- 
holders of  the  county  residing  in  the  vicinity  where  the  road  is  to  be 
laid  out,  viewed  or  reviewed,  altered  or  vacated,  and  one  or  more  of 
the  signers  to  any  such  petition  shall  enttr  into  bond  with  sufficient 
surety,  payable  to  the  stale  for  the  use  cf  the  county,  conditioned  that 
the  persons  making  such  application  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the 
county  the  amount  of  all  costs  and  expenses  accruing  thereon  in  case 
the  application  shall  fail;  and  in  case  the  application  shall  not  fail, 
the  commissioners  may,  in  their  discretion,  order  the  petitioners  to  pay 
any  or  all  costs  and  expenses  of  such  application,  or  may  pay  all  or  any 
portion  thereof  out  of  the  county  treasury. 

Sec.  46J0.  (What  petition  to  contain).  Petitions  for  laying  out, 
vacating,  or  altering  a  county  road  shall  specify  the  place  of  beginning, 
the  intermediate  points,  if  any,  and  the  place  of  termination  of  the 
road,  or  part  proposed  to  be  altered  or  vacated. 

Sf.c.4641.  (Hotice  of  application).  Previous toanysuch petition 
being  presented,  notice  iheieof  shall  be  given  by  advertisement  set  up 
at  the  auditor's  office,  and  in  three  public  places  in  each  township 
through  which  any  part  of  the  road  is  to  be  laid  out,  altered  or  vacated, 
at  least  thirty  days  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  commissioners  at 
which  the  petition  shall  be  presented;  and  stating  the  time  when  such 
petition  is  to  be  presented ;  and  the  substance  thereof  shall  be  published 
for  four  consecutive  weeks  before  the  presentation  of  any  such  petition, 
in  some  newspaper  published  in  the  county  in  which  the  road  sought 
to  be  established,  altered  or  vacated  by  such  petition  is  situated,  if 
there  be  a  new^p;iper  therein. 

Skc.  4n4'.'.  (Appointment  of  viewers).  On  tlie  presentation  of 
the  petition,  if  the  commissioners  are  satisfied  that  notice  has  been 
given  as  aforesaid,  they  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  freeholders 
of  the  county  as  viewers,  who  shall  also  be  a  jury  to  assess  and  de- 
termine the  compensation  to  be  paid  in  money  for  the  properties  sought 
to  be  appropriated,  without  deduction  for  benefit  to  any  property  of  the 
owner,  and  to  assess  and  determine  how  much  less  valuable,  if  any, 


the  land  or  premises  from  which  such  appropriation  maybe  taken,  will 
be  rendered  by  the  opening  and  construction  of  the  road,  and  the 
county  surveyor  to  survey  the  same. 

Skc.  4(>50.    (Duties  of  commissioners  on  report  of  view).  The 

commissioners,  on  receiving  the  report  of  the  viewers,  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  publiclyread  on  two  different  days  of  the  same  session,  and 
if  no  application  be  made  to  them  for  a  review  of  the  road,  or  any  part 
thereof,  or  alteration,  and  they  are  satisfied  that  such  road,  or  any 
part  thereof,  if  the  same  be  capable  of  division,  will  be  of  public  utility, 
and  the  report  of  the  viewers  is  favor.ible  thereto,  and  no  damages 
have  been  claimed  or  assessed,  shall  on  the  third  day  of  the  session 
cause  the  report,  survey  and  plat  to  be  recorded  ;  and  from  thenceforth 
the  road  shall  be  considered  a  public  highway,  and  the  commissioners 
shall  issue  their  ordtr  to  llie  truhiees  of  the  proper  township  or  town- 
ships, directing  the  road  to  be  opened  ;  but  if  tho  report  of  the  viewers 
be  against  such  proposed  road,  or  alteration,  or  if.  in  the  opinion  of  the 
commissioners,  the  same  is  unnecessary,  no  further  proceedings  shall 
be  had  thereon,  and  the  obligors,  in  the  bond  securing  the  expenses 
shall  be  liable  for  the  full  amount  of  such  costs  and  expenses. 


Sec.  4637.  (Width  of  county  roads).  All  county  roads  hereafter 
laid  out  and  established  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  or  more  than  sixty 
feet  wide,  to  be  determined  by  the  viewers  as  hereinafter  provided, 
except  that  when  the  road  is  upon  the  state  line,  the  county  commis- 
sioners may  determine  the  width  not  less  than  fifteen  nor  more  than 
thirty  feet  of  the  land  to  be  taken  in  this  state. 

Sec.  4(ill7-l.  (County  roads;  power  of  commissioners).  On  a 
petition  therefor  signed  by  the  owners  of  at  least  a  majority  of  the  foot 
frontage  on  any  county  road  or  part  thereof,  heretofore  established  or 
hereafter  to  be  established,  the  county  commissioners  may  do  any  one 
or  more  of  the  following  acts  or  things: 

a.  Cause  the  county  surveyor  to  establish  a  grade  along  said 
road,  or  part  thereof,  subject  to  the  approval  of  said  commissioners. 


b.  Cause  said  road  or  part  thereof  to  be  widened,  altered  or 
established  to  a  greater  width  than  sixty  feet  and  not  more  than  one 
hundred  feet,  to  be  determined  by  the  viewers  as  provided  in  this 
chapter. 

c.  Grade,  drain,  curb,  pave  and  improve  said  road,  or  part 
thereof,  proceeding  in  the  making  of  the  same  in  the  manner  prescribed 
in  section  2824  n  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Sec.  4037-2.  (Damages,  costs,  and  expenses;  how  paid.)  The 
county  commissioners  may  assess  the  damages  on  account  of  the 
widening,  altering  or  establishing  of  said  road  or  part  thereof,  also  the 
costs  and  expenses  of  any  or  all  of  said  improvements  or  such  part  of 
said  damages,  costs  and  expenses  as  they  may  deem  equitable  under 
the  circtynstances  upon  the  taxable  property  abutting  upon  such  road 
or  part  thereof,  eithir  according  to  the  foot  frontage  or  according  to 
the  benefits,  or  the  county  commissioners  may  enter  into  an  agreement 
with  the  boiird  of  township  trustees  of  any  township  wherein  any 
state  or  county  road  improvement  is  coiftemplated  whereby  said  boards 
may  each  pay  such  a  proportion  of  said  improvements  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  county  commissioners  and  the  township  trustees 
of  the  township  in  which  said  improvement  is  to  be  made.  The  county 
commissioners  are  hereby  created  an  assessing  board  for  the  purpose 
of  assessing  the  damages,  costs  and  expenses,  as  herein  set  forth, 
upon  the  abutting  property  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  4637-4.  (Hotice  of  assessments).  Before  adopting  the  as- 
sessments so  made,  the  county  commissioners  shall  publish  notice  for 
three  weeks  consecutively,  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in 
the  county,  that  such  assessments  have  been  made,  and  that  the  same 
are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  county  commissioners  for  the  inspection 
and  examination  of  the  persons  interested  therein. 

Sec,  4(337-7.  (Confirmation  of  assessments).  When  the  assess- 
ment is  confirmed  by  the  county  commissioners  it  shall  be  complete 
and  final ;  provided  that  whenever  by  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
any  act  or  thing  is  required  to  be  done  by  the  county  commissioners 
the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  said  county  commissioners  shall  be 
deemed  sufficient.

hear  reasons  from  interested  parties,  and,  upon  determination,  shall 


make  an  order  for  laying  out,  altering,  widening,  or  discontinuing 
such  road,  signed  by  tlio  cliairinan  and  county  clerk,  and  filed  and 
recorded  in  county  clerk's  oflicc.  They  eliall  incorporate  in  such 
order  a  description  thereof,  and  when  necessary  cause  a  survey  to  he 
made,  and  shall  also  cause  a  cii]iy  of  such  order  to  be  filed  in  town 
clerk's  office  of  each  (own  wherein  a  part  of  Buch  road  lies,  within 
ten  days  after  making  such  an  order. 

— The  amount  of  damages  sustained  by 
any  person  in  tlie  laying,  alteration  or  widening  of  such  road,  agreed 
upon  between  the  board,  its  committee,  and  sucii  owner,  shall  he  in 
writing,  signed  by  owner  and  chairman  of  board  or  committee,  and 
filed  in  county  clerk'a  office,  and  shall  bar  such  owner  from  all 
further  claims  for  damages  Damages  shall  ho  assessed  to  each 
town  in  audi  proportion  as  tho  board  directs,  at  the  time  of  making 


the  order,  if  the  hoard  deem  any  other  town  or  towns  benefited  bj 
the  laying  or  changes  in  said  road.  Copy  of  agreement  for  damages 
and  of  assessment  therefor,  shall  be  filed  with  the  town  clerk  of  each 
town  liable,  within  ten  days  aft<  r  making  the  order. 

Sec.  1205.  County  Board  may  lay  town  roads,  etc. 
— Whenever  in  any  town  tluro  shall  be  le-ss  lhau  two  supervisoi-s, 
petitions  for  laying,  altering,  widening  or  discontinuing  any  road  in 
such  town  may  be  made  to  the  county  board,  who  shall  fiirlber  pro- 
ceed, in  same  manner  and  same  powers  in  every  respect,  as  super- 
viaors  of  such  town  might  tin. 

Sec.  1307.  Roads  opened.— Roads  so  laid  out  by  cotinty 
hoards  shall  be  opened  in  the  same  manner  as  other  roads;  if  the 
town  board  refuse  or  neglect  to  open  same,  the  county  board  has 
full  power  to  do  so,  as  delegated  by  law  to  the  town  board.
